Rogers: Plans

WASHINGTON (AP). — Secre- 
tary of State William Rogers 
said yesterd2y that preparations 
are going azhead as planned for 
President Nixon's visit to the 
Soviet Union from May 22-29.

Two teen-age 
girls get life 
for baby murder 


SYDNEY (AP). — Two teen-aged 
girls were sentenced to life in pri- 
son last week for the babysitting 
murder of a three-year-old boy jast 
December. 

Rhonda Carmel Hoffman, 14, and 
Deslie Pamela Raymond, 18, were 
sentenced by a jury which recom- 
mended leniency because of the girl's 
youth and previous good character. 
Normally, in such cases, youngsters 
don’t spend more than a few years 
in custody. 5 
Judge Colin Begg called the kill- 
ing of Daniel Stephen a foul crime, 
“possibly one of the worst that 
can be imagined.” 

Police said the girls told them 
they watched television and discus- 
ged killing one of the two child- 
ren in their charge. The girls went 
into the boy’s room and while he 
was asleep put a cord from a bi- 
kini around his meck. Each girl 
held an end of the cord, pulling it 
tent and strangling the boy, police 
sald.

They are, by all standards, closer 
to the legal status of pirates certainly 
liable to be shot dead without warn- 
ing as some hijackers have been, 
while trying to take possession of 
aircraft both east and west of the 
Iron Curtain.

Mr, Ko) said the limitation on 
loans for the construction of new 
hotels «which went into effect at 
the beginning of the month) would 
hit Haifa and Acre iess than other 
areas. For the coastel strip from 
Caesarea to Rosh Hanikra, with the 
exception of Acre, the new condi- 
tions will prove even more favour- 
able than the old ones, because the 
Ministry is eager to help this area, 
which has lagged in hotel building 
so far. For popular hotels (in the 
one- to three-star gradea) in Haifa 
and Acre, available loans will re- 
main at 60 per cent of the total 
investment; while, for the higher- 
grade hotels (four and five stars}, 
the ceiling is now 55 per cent, (The 
ceilings were reduced to 40 per 
cent in Jerusalem and to 35 per 
cent in the Dan region.)

Customs swoop 
on m.s.

Ashkelon Mayor

ASHKELON. — The Mayor of Ash- 
kelon, Mr. Rehavya Adivi, died at 
the local hospital here yesterday 
after a long illness, The funeral 
will take place at 2 p.m. today at 
the old cemetery at Ashkelon. 

Born In Russia in 1899, his pa- 
rents sent him to Palestine at the 
age of elght, He settled in Ashke- 
Jon jn 1950 and was one of the 
founders of Afridar, where he was 
also chairman of the citizens’ com- 
mittee, He served as manager of 
Ashkelon’s own citizens’ bank, and 
later as the manager of Bank Leu- 
mi tn town. 

In 1965 he led a Gahal list te 8 
formidable victory in the municipal 
glections, and he became mayor of 
the town — a fitting reward for 
what most people considered a per- 
sonal victory for the sopular bank 
manager. In 1969, at the age of ΤΌ, 
he led Gahal ta another victory, 
taking seven of the 15 municipal 
seats in a town which voted solidly 
for the Algnment in the Knesset 
elections,

His rela- 
tives, most of whom mow live in 
Bast Jerusalem, were reported to 
be cautious about admitting their 
Hes to the terrorist. 

‘Nevertheless, 2 number of rela- 
tives were expected to be asked 
today to take delivery of the ‘hi- 
jacker's body for ‘burial. These re- 
latives were said to include a Dro- 
ther who works ag a taxi driver in 
Bast Jerusalem. While still unsure 
of the hijacker's identity, the latter 
said that ‘ais brother would have 
bean 37 years οἷά. He said he had 
ἴα Jeruszlem for Belrut shortly 
after the Six Day War. Prior to 
that he Rad been “a tourist guide.” 
Reports from the Lebanese capital 
sey the hijacker was & leading 
member of the radical Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine, from 
which he moved recently to the 
Fatah and to the “Black Septem- 
ber" wing.

France to help 
Israel in WHO

The WHO's annual conference ‘be- 
gan in Geneva last week So far 
an Arab inspired resolution, which 
has been buikding up for some 
weeks, to deny Israel voting rights, 
has not been submitted to the con- 
ference plenum. Israel’s envoys 
throughout the world have been 
Tequesting meetings with foreign 
ministers to demand that foreign 
governments oppose the discrimina- 
tory move. 

A number of Buropean states 
which usually abstain in interna- 
tional forums when resolutions on 
the Middie East come up have 
Pledged their support this time, 
accepting Israel's view that poli- 
ties must be kept out of the WHO. 
The U.S., Canada, several South 
American states and France have 
also pledged support, but since the 
Arabs and thelr sympathizers can 
always muster some 15 votes, the 
outcome is still not assured.
